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SCHOOL REPORT. 

Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 

To ihc ('ifizcus of Scarborough: 

At this time, even more than is usually the case, it is neces¬ 
sary for us to look ahead and plan for meeting our housing 
obligations. 

Plans fok a New High School. 

During the past year progress has been made in the clear¬ 
ing the way for a satisfactory housing of elementary and high 
school pupil-* at Oak Hill. For several years these reports 
have called alien (ion to the need of a new building which 
would provide for a junior senior high school. During the 
year, a si it* for a high school building has been obtained. 
A lot of over lour acres has been given to the town by Miss 
Ellen II. Libby for a high school site, with the proviso that 
the school building shall be erected within five years. To this 
lias been added a lot of two acres obtained through purchase. 

The Board of Education, acting under instructions of a 
special town meeting held Tuesday evening, June 30, 1025, 
invited eight Maine architects to submit proposed plans for a 
building. Before the annual town meeting the plans sub¬ 
mitted will lie in tlie hands of the Board. 

It is the desire of the Board of Education that at the 
annual town meeting provision be made for the appointment 
of additional citizens to act with the Board in the study of 
these plans and selection of a plan to be submitted at that time. 

There was an enrollment of 7G pupils in the high school 
during the fall term. A study of the enrollment in our lower 
grades, including the high school possibilities for the in¬ 
dividual pupils so far as they can be judged, leads us to the 
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conclusion that in five years the enrollment in the high school 
will he more than 100 pupils. This docs not include any 
estimate of needs based on the growth of the town. This 
estimate seems ultra-conservative compared to the estimates 
on a percentage basis. The increase in high school enroll¬ 
ment between the fall terms of 1920 and 1925 was more than 
fifty per cent. Assuming the same rate of growth to 1930. 
the enrollment would he 114 pupils. 

It must be remembered that additional room is very neces¬ 
sary for the Oak Hill grammar and primary schools. Dur¬ 
ing the fall term there was an enrollment of 44 pupils in 1 lie 
primary grades, an unreasonably large number for one room. 
The grammar grade room of 37 pupils was in little hotter con¬ 
dition for the most efficient work. This situation led us, last 
year, to change our recommendation to one for an elementary 
school building. The town, not desiring this, and probably 
rightty so since a new high school is a better and more per¬ 
manent solution, must, with all speed consistent with good 
judgment, provide the new high school. Only by this can we 
avoid the embarrassing position of having insufficient housing 
for both elememary and high school pupils. 

Incidentally, during the past year we have been forced to 
place twelve pupils in the Libby School, making the fall en¬ 
rollment of that, school 40 pupils. This seemed to the Hoard 
of Education better than to pay more than $800 tuition to 
have these pupils educated by another town under conditions 
which the Board considered less satisfactory than those it 
could provide. As soon as additional room is available at 
Oak Hill, it seems practical to transfer some of the surplus 
pupils from the Libby School to the Oak Hill School. 

It should also be remembered that a new housing plan 
which will provide for the junior-senior high school organiza¬ 
tion, or the so-called 6-3-3 arrangement of grades, will greatly 
improve the efficiency of our instruction. 
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It may be worth while to state again, quoting from the 
report of 1018, the advantages of such a plan. “In the 
Elementary Group (Grapes 1-6) the Child Lays IIis 
Foundation; in the Intermediate or Junior Group 
(Grades 7-9), the Methods of Teaching Are Adapted 
to the Physiological and Mental Changes in the 
Child and He Is Able to Find Himself by a Differen¬ 
tiation of Subjects Studied Under Teachers of Dif¬ 
ferent Personalities, Both High and Grammar School 
Teachers Having a Part in the Work at This Stage; 
in tiie Senior Group (Grades 10-12) the Senior High 
School, the Boy or Girl Begins Intensive Work Along 
thl; Lines He Has Discovered During the Junior Stage 
to He Tin Most Congenial and Profitable for Him. 
The Greatest Advantage Is the Closing of the Gap 
Between Grammar and High School, Making High 
School Moke Attractive and the Advance to It an 
Easy and Natural Step.” 

Since that statement was made in 191S experience the 
country over lias proved this to be a conservative summary of 
bene (its. 

Since the cost of instruction is lessened by any increase in 
efficiency the change to the junior high school plan will be 
true economy in that it will give us better teaching for our 
money. 

Blue Point School. 

During the year a thoroughly modern school has been built 
on a new and satisfactory site at Blue Point. This building 
contains an attractive main schoolroom, two good sized, airy 
coatrooms, and separate, sanitary toilets for boys and girls. 
It is heated by a modern, hot air furnace located in the cellar. 
It has electric lights, running water, and a drinking fountain. 
It is equipped with modern, movable desks. 
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For school and community use it is provided with a stage* 
which is used as a library during school sessions. 

This building was dedicated on January 4, 1112b. It has 
received hearty commendation from several educators, in¬ 
cluding Hiss Florence H. Hale, State Agent tor Kura I 
Education, and Superintendent W. B. Jack, who took part in 
the dedicatory exercises. 

Gexekal Progress. 

The space consumed in this report by the discussion of the 
two outstanding changes in housing,—one achieved and one 
anticipated,—prevents a detailed account of the educational 
progress during the year. Tt is sufficient to state that progress 
along all the established lines of educational endeavor has 
been very satisfactory. The appended financial and statis¬ 
tical reports and the report of Principal Kessey point out 
concretely some of the advances which have been made. 1 1 is 
of especial interest to note continued progress in our health 
program and an increasing interest in the work of several 
character building organizations. 

The satisfactory educational progress has been especially 
due this year to the hearty co-operation of the educational 
additional duties and responsibilities.

Over thirty meetings of the Board of Education have been 
held since the annual town meeting in "March. The manner 
in which the members have given of their time and thought to 
the problems of the schools deserves the hearty appreciation of 
all citizens.

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL. 

To Superintendent F. II . B. Ileald: 

I herewith submit my fifth annual report as principal of 
Scarborough High School. 

In looking over the school records for the present year, I 
find that during the semester just completed there has been 
tlie largest enrollment of pupils in the history of the High 
School. Seventy-six pupils, consisting of thirty-six boys and 
forty girls, have been registered. This is an increase of ten 
over the enrollment of last year. As wc have but forty desks 
in our main room and sixteen and nine jn each of the two 
recitation rooms, it has been necessary to crowd into most of 
the available, space remaining portable desks for the use of 
these pupils. Because of this addition to our numbers and 
the increase in the size of our classes, many students during 
every period of the day must necessarily sit together in the 
narrow seats originally planned for a single pupil. This ex¬ 
treme congest ion of seating space and the fact that the enroll¬ 
ment of the school promises to become larger each year should 
convince the citizens of Scarborough that some definite pro¬ 
gram to remedy this condition must be adopted and carried 
out in the near future. 

Our daily attendance this year lias measured up to its usual 
standard of excellence. The following pupils have not been 
absent, tardy, or dismissed : Helen Bowley, Ruth Hodgman,

The High School is again a member of the Junior Bed 
Cross. Its most active participation in the work of this or¬ 
ganization has been the filling of several Christmas stockings 
for the disabled war veterans confined at the Parsonsficld 
Tubercular Sanitarium. 

The drive for Bed Cross membership in the town of Scar¬ 
borough for the year 1026 was conducted by pupils of the 
High School with very satisfactory results under the efficient 
leadership of Frances Bryant Libbey, a member of our 
faculty. 

5lore than half the students in school have been members 
of the Agricultural and Home Economics Clubs during the 
past year. Excellent work lias been accomplished and four 
were chosen county champions for superior work in their 
projects. Two of the county champions later became state 
champions—Margaret Urquhart in the Cooking and House¬ 
keeping project and Stanley Harmon in the Garden project. 

Scarborough High School has been represented in athletics 
this year by cross-country and basketball teams. The girls* 
basketball team is meeting with unusual success on the 
polished surface and is being ably coached by Miss Marjorie 
Sterling, another member of our faculty. We are planning 
to lay out a baseball field in the spring on the school lot re¬ 
cently acquired by the town and to revive the game of baseball 
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as a school sport. This game was discontinued several years 
ago because of no adequate playground. 

A very gratifying thing to me is the fact that many of our 
graduates are continuing their education in higher institu¬ 
tions of learning. At present we have alumni studying at the 
University of California, Wittenberg College of Springfield, 
Ohio, Bates College, Northeastern University, Emerson Col¬ 
lege, .Portland University, Gray’s Business College and Lynn 
General Electric School. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Superintendent and the 
Board of Education for their co-operation in the adminis¬ 
tration of my duties.

To William G. Sherman, a Constable in the Town of Scar¬ 
borough, in lhe County of Cumberland, 

Greeting : 

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town of Scar¬ 
borough. qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at 
the Town House in said town on the first (1st) day of March, 
A. !). 192G at ten (10) o'clock in the forenoon to act upon 
the following Articles: 

Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meet¬ 
ing. 

Art. 2. To choose a Town Clerk. 

Art. 53. To see if the town will vote to use the check-list at 
this meeting. 

Art. 4. To see whether the town will vote to elect one (1) 
or three (53) Road Commissioners for the ensuing year. 

Art. 5. To choose town officers as follows: Selectman, 
Assessor and Overseer of the Poor; Town Treasurer, Tax 
Collector, one (1) member of the School Board, one (1) or 
throe (53) Road Commissioners, and other necessary town 
officers for t lie ensuing year. 

Art. G. To see if the town will accept and adopt the 
reports of the several Town Officers. 

Art. 7. To sec if the town will grant and raise money 
necessary for the support of poor. 

Art. 8. To see if the town will grant and raise money 
necessary for the following: Free High School, Common 
Schools, Textbooks, Supplies, Appliances and Apparatus, 
School house Repairs, Medical Inspection, Physical Educa- 
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tion, Insurance, Rent, Lights and Water, Agricultural and 
Domestic Art Clubs. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money to be expended for memorial purposes. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will grant and raise money 
necessary for the following: Electric Street Lights, Rental 
of Hydrants, Police at Prout’s Neck, Officers’ Salaries, Con¬ 
tingency and to defray all other town charges. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will grant and raise money 
necessary for the regular repairs of roads and bridges. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) for Tarvia for the Prout's 
Neck Road, so called; said money to he used to refinish that 
portion of said road already improved, and to apply Tarvia 
from Harmon’s Corner to Prout’s Neck. 

Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) for Tarvia to be used on the 
Spurwink Road, so called, from Harmon’s Corner to the 
Third Class Highway on Pleasant Hill Road.

Art. 14. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to maintaining the road from State Road at Duustan, to Pine 
Point, and raising money for same. 

Art. 15. To see whether the town will vote “yes” or “no” 
on the question of appropriating and raising money necessary 
to entitle the town to State Aid as provided in Section 19 of 
Chapter 25 of the Revised Statutes of 1916. 

Art. 16. To see if the town will appropriate and raise the 
sum of $1,12S.00 for the improvement of the section of State 
Aid Road as outlined in the report of the State Highway 
Commission, in addition to the amount regularly raised for 
the care of ways, highways and bridges; the above amount 
being the maximum the town is allowed to raise under the 
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provision of Section 18, Chapter 25 of the Revised Statutes 
of 1016. 

Art. 17. To see if the town will grant and raise the sum 
of $500.00 for State and State Aid Maintenance. 

Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to purchase two more 
tractors equipped with snow plows, and decide what make, 
and raise money for the same. 

Art. 10. To see what disposal the town will make of the 
$7,000.00 now in treasury that was assessed for payment for 
tractor and plow now owned by town. 

Art. 20. To see what sum the town will vote to raise for 
breaking snow roads. 

Art. 21. To see what action the town will take ns regards 
the appointment of additional citizens, lo act with the Board 
of Education in the study of high school plans submitted by 
several Maine architects, and the selection of one of these 
plans.

To see what action the town will take as regards 
constructing and equipping a modern High School building 
on the lot recently presented to the town by Miss Ellen H. 
Libby ; also, to see what instructions the town will give its 
municipal officers relative to procuring the necessary funds 
for the construction and equipment of said building.

To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to procure the necessary money to meet the obligations of the 
town by acceptance of articles in this warrant and to hire 
money if necessary for the ensuing year. 

Art. 49. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money to meet interest charges for the ensuing year. 

Art. 50. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to make necessary repairs on Town "Farm Buildings; and # 
raise $500.00 for same. 

Art. 51. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to make necessary repairs and paint Town Hall and charge 
same to Contingent Fund. 

Art. 52. To see what instructions the town will give the 
Selectmen relative to outstanding notes. 
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Art. 53. To see if the town wlil vote to raise the sum of 
$2,700.00 to make good the Cemetery Fund’s account.
